A favorite remedy is I 
saturated solution of bicarbonste ol 
soda-ordinary baking soda, Possibly 
a better remedy is pulverized boracu 
acid dissolved in glycerine or cosmo- 
line and lightly rubbed over the surface. 
A remedy I have used with satisfaction. 
though it has a very disagreeable odor, 
ii a solution of carbolic acid, a tea- 
spoonful to a pint of water, the xmx- 


I ture to be shaken for 15 minutes to get 
the acid thoroughly broken up. A good 
authority gives these directions for ths 
relief of this affliction. Wash ths chi.d 
with soda water, then dip the finger in 
castor oil and bathe each individual 
hive, rubbing the oil well into the skin. 


The cause of hives Is generally found 


in the digestive tract, so the diet and 
bowels should be carefully looked to. 
Oae of the talir.e purgatives should ba 
given to carry off any undige%ted mate- 
rial that may be present, then all rich 
and heating foods should !*• withheld. 
The child ihonl.1 be kept a* still a* 
possible to avoid overheating the 
blood.— Home Monthly.
